Melamine Marker Board 


Use Dry Erase or Water Based Markers Only! 
1. Wash with clean water, using a clean soft cloth 


2. Remove any stubborn dirt or stains with a 
mild liquid detergent, or a very mile powered 
hand soap, such as an automatic dishwasher soap 





do not use abrasive cleaners, abrasive pads, or scouring 
powders. Old or set stains may require a solvent to soften. 
If a solvent is used, follow with a mild powdered hand 
soap and rinse as in part #3. 


3. Rinse thoroughly with clean water and let surface air 
dry. Do not dry with a cloth or a sponge. 


4. When an oil based or permanent marker has created 
stains, many times the stain can be removed by tracing 
the marks with a dry erase marker. 


5. When step 4 does not work, use a mild solution of 
bleach and water to clean the surface. Let air dry. 


6. For occasional cleaning, use a non oil based solution 
such as a glass cleaner.
